Trial  by  television 

"o  use  current  jargon,  pharmaceutical  organisations 
vere  this  week  adopting  a  "low  profile"  over  the  ITV 
Justice"  series  play  concerning  a  court  claim  for 
lamages  by  a  widower  whose  wife  died  from 
'phenacetin  poisoning"  (see  p718).  That  they  should 
lo  so  is  hardly  surprising,  for  there  would  be  far 
eaching  implications  both  for  retail  pharmacists  and 
jeneric  manufacturers  if  the  play's  contentions  were 
o  prove  sound  in  law. 

It  can  be  argued  that  a  television  play  should  not 
>e  taken  too  seriously.  But  the  public  has  an  insatiable 
ippetite  for  stories  (fictional  or  otherwise)  about 
Jrugs  and  health,  and  in  this  case  the  "drug"  was  a 
nousehold  remedy  rather  than  a  drop-out's  "kicks", 
tnd  so  that  much  nearer  home.  There  are  many  people 
vho  may  be  influenced — worried  even — by  such 
'fictions"  (remembering  how  audiences  react  to 
irogrammes  such  as  the  Archers). 

Authors,  publishers  and  television  producers 
apitalise  on  the  public  appetite  and  it  is  therefore 
nlikely  that  this  will  be  the  last  programme  of  its 
ype.  The  only  unusual  feature  was  that  it  purported 
o  suggest  an  answer  to  a  point  of  law  which,  to  the 
i>est  of  our  knowledge,  has  not  been  tested  in  the 
fcourts. 

|  There  is  no  advantage  to  be  gained  by  attacking 
|he  programme,  however:  rather  it  might  be  used  as 
spring-board  for  driving  home  to  the  public  the 
uties  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession  in  safeguarding 
heir  health.  Never  was  the  case  against  widespread 


availability  of  a  "safe"  medicine  better  made — except 
that  the  pharmacist  in  the  play  who  supplied  the  APC 
tablets  to  the  wife  ("she  always  went  to  the  same  one") 
is  shown  to  have  failed  to  heed  his  professional  body's 
warning  on  phenacetin. 

That  is  in  fiction,  but  in  the  real  world  it  is  imperative 
that  all  pharmacists  follow  the  Society's  advice  to  warn 
customers  against  phenacetin-containing  preparations 
pending  the  prescription-only  restriction 
coming  into  force  on  September  1 .  It  offers  a  new 
opportunity  to  take  the  initiative  in  discussing 
customer's  "drug  habits",  and  to  explain  why  it  is 
in  their  interests  that  their  "freedom"  to  buy  what  they 
like  should  be  curtailed.  Individual  pharmacists  can 
thus  once  again  be  the  profession's  best  PROs  by 
being  seen  to  protect  the  public. 

Responsibility 

The  industry  is  quite  capable  of  looking  after  itself 
in  a  collective  way.  There  is  a  strong  case,  however, 
for  some  manufacturers  to  consider  their  responsibility 
towards  retail  pharmacists  following  the  Government's 
phenacetin  decisions.  None  can  say  they  were  not 
warned  about  phenacetin's  potential  dangers,  so  the 
few  that  have  failed  to  remove  the  drug  from  their 
branded  preparations — "ethicals  or  OTC" —  should 
look  very  carefully  into  the  need  to  credit  retailers' 
remaining  stocks.  They  stand  to  lose  much  goodwill 
if  the  pharmacist  has  to  bail  them  out  financially  as 
well  as  across  the  counter  with  his  customers.

Press  ad- 
vertisements this  week  for  British  Rail 
.ask:  Bored,  depressed,  in  a  rut?  For  quick 
relief,  take  Inter-City.  The  text  then  reads: 
Inter-City's  a  real  tonic  for  anybody 
who's  feeling  down  in  the  dumps.  The 
treatment's  simple,  effective,  and  far  from 


expensive.  "Take  a  day  off  from  the  rat 
race  with  Inter-City.  It's  the  one  pill  that's 
sugar-coated — all  the  way  through",  the 
advertisement  concludes. 

And  there,  we  suggest,  the  analogy  ends. 
Unlike  the  medicines  manufacturer,  British 
Rail  is  presumably  seeking  at  least  a 
"habitue" — and  will  be  delighted  if  the 
patient  becomes  "addicted".

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Phenacetin:  TV 
'damages'  case 

A  suggestion  that  damages  might  be  awar- 
ded against  a  pharmaceutical  manufacturer 
if  a  "generic"  preparation  causes  injury, 
was  put  forward  in  an  episode  of  the  ITV 
"Justice"  series  of  plays  on  May  31. 

The  play  concerned  a  woman's  death 
from  renal  failure  due  to  "phenacetin 
poisoning"  —  it  was  shown  that  she  had 
been  taking  APC  tablets,  BPC,  over  a  five- 
year  period.  The  tablets  had  been  bought 
from  a  chemist  following  an  initial  doc- 
tor's prescription. 

In  the  court  scenes,  it  was  contended 
that  the  manufacturer  of  the  tablets  had 
a  "duty  of  care"  in  law  to  warn  of  the 
dangers  of  phenacetin  on  the  label  of  the 
bottle.  A  general  practitioner  is  made  to 
say  that  if  the  Medicines  Commission,  and 
Committee  on  Safety  of  Medicines  have 
not  banned  phenacetin  "it's  good  enough 
for  me." 

However,  the  case  turns  when  "Martin- 
dale"  is  quoted  on  the  FDA  requirement 
in  1964  that  all  products  containing  phen- 
acetin should  bear  warning  labels  on  the 
dangers  of  prolonged  use,  and  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  advice  to  members 
in  1965  that  regular  purchasers  should  be 
advised  of  alternatives. 

The  defendant  company  immediately 
"settles",  paying  £40,000  damages;  its 
chairman  undertakes  to  stop  manufac- 
turing phenacetin  preparations  and  to 
use  his  influence  to  get  phenacetin  ban- 
ned —  "not  just  put  on  prescription." 

The  decision  to  make  phenacetin  pre- 
scription -  only  from  September  1  was 
referred  to  after  the  programme.  A 
spokesman  for  Yorkshire  Television  told 
C&D  on  Tuesday  that  the  company  had 
received  no  public  reaction  so  far. 
(Comment  p  717). 

Makers'  reformulation  plan 

Plans  are  already  under  way  to  reformu- 
late many  of  the  remaining  OTC  prepara- 
tions which  contain  phenacetin.  This  fact 
emerged  when  C&D  asked  a  cross-section 
of  manufacturers  what  they  intended  to 
do  about  these  products. 

Sanitas  say  the  phenacetin  content  of 
EP  tablets  will  be  substituted  by  paraceta- 
mol lOOmg  and  the  new  formulation  will 
be  dispatched  at  the  end  of  June  or  early 
July.  Arrangements  will  be  made  in  August 
to  exchange  any  stocks  of  the  old  formula 
still  held.  Plans  for  Daisy  tablets  are 
"under  review". 

Calmic  say  phenacetin  will  be  omitted 
from  Hypon  and  a  new  tablet  developed 
"as  soon  as  feasible".  Berk  Pharmaceu- 
ticals Ltd  intend  to  replace  the  phenacetin 
in  Silbe  asthma  tablets  with  paracetamol 
but  no  definite  date  can  be  given. 

Roche  Products  Ltd  say  plans  for  Sari- 
done  "have  not  been  fully  looked  into

yet"  and  the  company  is  waiting  to  see 
what  the  final  regulations  will  be. 

Plans  for  changing  the  formula  of 
Benzac  are  "well  in  hand".  Wigglesworth 
say  that  the  phenacetin  will  be  replaced 
by  paracetamol  "well  before  legislation". 

Norton  are  to  "look  into"  the  situation 
concerning  Analgin  but  point  out  that  an 
OTC  pack  is  not  available,  the  present 
pack  being  for  dispensing  only.  Newton 
Chemical  Ltd  have  recently  changed  the 
formula  of  Therex  (C&D,  May  25,  p  655). 

Gynopax,  will  be  discontinued  when 
stocks  run  out,  which  Cuxson  Gerrard  & 
Co  estimate  will  happen  before  September. 

'No  place  in  medicine' 

Following  the  new  restrictions  on  phena- 
cetin containing  preparations  (last  week 
p  687),  the  British  Medical  Journal  has 
raised  whether  there  is  ever  any  indication 
for  prescribing  the  drug  —  and  has  con- 
cluded that  "there  does  not  appear  to  be 
a  place  for  the  prescription  of  phenacetin 
in  medical  practice". 
Comparing  phenacetin  with  aspirin  and 


paracetamol  in  a  leading  article  in  last 
week's  issue,  the  BMJ  concludes  that 
phenacetin  does  not  have  any  advantage 
over  the  other  two  drugs,  in  terms  of 
efficacy  as  an  analgesic,  and  it  is  more 
toxic.  Aspirin  "remains  a  satisfactory  mild 
analgesic  for  many  patients,  but  should 
not  be  taken  regularly  over  a  long  period 
except  under  medical  supervision.  In 
patients  for  whom  aspirin  is  inadvisable  or 
contraindicated,  or  who  cannot  tolerate  it 
because  of  dyspepsia,  "paracetamol  is 
usually  a  satisfactory  alternative".  Patients 
should  be  warned  of  the  danger  of  over- 
dosage with  paracetamol,  the  article  adds. 

Codeine,  says  the  article,  "is  a  relatively 
weak  analgesic"  and  its  constipating  action 
renders  it  unsatisfactory  to  be  prescribed 
alone  as  an  analgesic.  Its  derivative 
dihydrocodeine,  "is  a  more  effective  anal- 
gesic", but  it  also  tends  to  cause  consti- 
pation. There  is  a  "slight"  danger  of  addic- 
tion with  codeine  or  dihydrocodeine. 

The  BMJ  also  comments  that  despite 
the  long  popularity  of  mixtures  of  anal- 
gesics, there  is  no  evidence  that  such  mix- 
tures have  any  better  therapeutic  effect  or 
less  chance  of  being  toxic  than  the  equiva- 
lent total  dose  of  a  single  active  analgesic. 
□  When  doxycycline  is  given  in  associa- 
tion with  agents  known  to  induce  drug 
metabolism  the  serum  antibiotic  concen- 
tration should  be  watched  to  see  that 
bacteriostatic  levels  are  maintained,  advises 
another  BMJ  article.  Doxycycline  in  nor- 
mal doses  given  to  patients  taking 
diphenylhydantoin  or  carbamazepine  "may 
fail  to  maintain  the  minimum  inhibitory 
concentration  necessary  for  proper  bac- 
teriostasis".

ment  of  Community  Medicine,  Guy's  Hos- 
pital Medical  School,  told  C&D  that  the 
patients  would  be  asked  about  symptoms 
they  have  had,  and  what  they  did  about 
them.  Sources  of  advice  would  also  be 
probed.  If  it  appeared  that  there  was  a 
difference  in  the  two  groups  on  the  way 
people  were  dependent  on  doctors,  a 
manual  on  self  care  may  be  produced. 
Such  a  "Manual  of  Care"  could  be  distri- 
buted by  general  practitioners  to  selected 
patients  to  provide  some  guide-lines  on 
simple  remedies.  The  aim  was  to  increase 
the  use  of  self  care  where  appropriate,  and 
also  to  stop  people  carrying  on  with  self 
care  for  more  serious  conditions  where 


Having  committed  oneself  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Care  voluntary  trading 
organisation  what  would  happen  if  the 
appointed  franchise  wholesaler  suddenly 
decided  to  sell  out  to  a  non-Care  whole- 
saler? That  is  a  question  which  retail 
pharmacists  have  been  raising  lately 
and  more  particularly  since  it  was  an- 
nounced that  a  Midlands  grocery  whole- 
saler had  sold  out  to  its  main  competitor 
leaving  many  independent  grocers  without 
a  group  wholesaler. 

Replying  to  this  last  week,  Mr  A.  G. 
Trotman,  managing  director,  Independent 
Chemists  Marketing  Ltd,  said:  "This  is 
an  example  of  what  could  happen  when  a 
voluntary  group  is  wholesaler  only  owned 
and  controlled.  Such  action,  on  the  part 
of  the  Care  wholesaler  is  not  possible,  due 
to  NPU  holding  equal  control  of  the  com- 
pany. The  Care  franchises  cannot  be  sold, 
nor  can  they  be  taken  over  or  merged 
into  any  other  company  who  do  not  have 
NPU  and  pharmacist  approval.  This  is 
one  of  the  unique  factors  that  apply  to  the 
Care  Chemist  Group  and  are  being 
followed  by  pharmacy  organisations  in 
other  countries  where  chemist  group  trad- 
ing is  established." 

Mr  Trotman  also  reviewed  the  progress 
made  by  Care  since  the  scheme  was 
started  about  six  months  ago:  Member- 
ship was  about  2,200  and  despite  a  brake 
having  to  be  put  on  canvassing  in  certain 
areas  due  to  the  energy  crisis,  three-day 
week  and  attendant  production  difficulties 
he  expected  the  numbers  would  increase 
to  reach  the  expected  target  by  the  end  of 
this  year.  Because  of  warehousing  and 
vehicle    shortages   no    retail  recruitment 


advice  from  doctors  was  needed. 

Dr  Anderson,  who  spoke  at  the  recent 
"Self  Care"  conference  (C&D.  May  11, 
p  579),  added  that  one  of  the  difficulties 
about  writing  such  a  manual  was  what  to 
advise  patients  to  take.  Aspirin  could  be 
bought  as  such,  but  manufacturers'  objec- 
tions would  be  raised  if  one  throat  lozenge 
was  suggested  without  others  being  men- 
tioned. To  overcome  this  in  an  experi- 
mental situation,  a  kit  (containing  lini- 
ment, lozenges,  etc)  could  perhaps  be  given 
to  patients  in  the  study. 

No  decision  yet  on  controls 
for  restrictive  practices 

The  Department  for  Prices  and  Consumer 
Protection  has  not  yet  decided  whether 
dispensing  chemists  come  within  the 
scope  of  controls  on  restrictive  practices 
under  the  1973  Fair  Trading  Act. 

Commenting  on  recent  press  reports 
which  suggested  there  would  be  new  con- 
trols on  service  industries,  a  spokesman 
for  the  Department  said  that  under  the 
Fair  Trading  Act  the  Minister,  Mrs  Shirley 
Williams,  could  make  an  Order  banning 
restrictive  practices,  but  at  least  28  days 
advance  notice  would  have  to  be  given. 
A  schedule  to  the  Act  listed  certain  pro- 
fessions which  would  be  specifically  exem- 
pted from  such  controls,  and  it  could  be 
that  pharmacists  might  be  exempted  as 
well. 


drive  had  yet  taken  place,  for  example,  in 
Derbyshire,  Warwickshire,  Oxfordshire 
and  Gloucestershire,  The  same  applied  to 
London,  the  South-east  and  the  South-west 
including  south  Wales  and  Bristol. 

From  past  experience  it  seemed  30-40 
per  cent  of  all  independent  retailers  joined 
very  shortly  after  a  launch  meeting. 

Among  the  most  successful  areas  from 
a  Care  penetration  point  of  view  he  men- 
tioned those  based  on  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
on  Carlisle  and  on  Edinburgh.  That,  how- 
ever, was  not  to  detract  from  the  success 
achieved  in  other  areas  which,  but  for  the 
lack  of  warehousing  previously  mentioned 
and  other  factors,  would  statistically 
appear  more  active  than  at  present. 

Other  facts  mentioned  by  Mr  Trotman 
were : 

□  The  2,100  lines  on  low  cost  distribution 
should  go  up  to  2,500 

□  The  average  weekly  order  received 
was  £95 

□  Average  stock  turn  through  Care  should 
be  about  eight  times  a  year  against 
four  and  a  half  to  five  in  private  buy- 
ing groups 

□  Launch  in  Northern  Ireland  has  been 
delayed  because  of  the  strike.  Adver- 
tising of  the  Care  special  items  which 
appeared  in  some  newspapers  in  Great 
Britain  last  week  and  was  scheduled 
also  for  Belfast  Telegraph  was  can- 
celled until  stocks  could  be  got  into 
the  province. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  the  contro- 
versial word  "chemist"  had  been  dropped 
from  the  advertisement  and  also  the  first 
Care  national  promotion  since  the  miners' 
strike  was  settled. 


Care  progress  reviewed  by  Mr  Trotman 
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More  companies  to  be  in 
Data  Sheet  Compendium 


Abbot,  Beecham,  Boehringer  Ingelheim, 
Boots,  Sandoz  and  Servier  are  among  com- 
panies, absent  from  the  current  ABPI 
Data  Sheet  Compendium,  who  will  be 
included  in  the  next  edition. 

A  spokesman  for  one  of  the  companies 
told  C&D  that  the  Compendium  was  the 
subject  of  controversy  when  it  first  came 
out,  and  one  of  the  problems  was  the 
length  of  time  between  submission  of  the 
sheets  and  publication  of  the  Compen- 
dium. His  company  had  needed  12  tons 
of  paper  for  their  data  sheets.  He  admitted 
that  the  Compendium  had  come  out  better 
than  he  had  envisaged.  Another  com- 
pany's spokesman  said  that  they  had 
instituted  some  product  changes,  so  the 
data  sheets  in  the  Compendium  would  have 
been  out  of  date.  A  spokesman  for  a  third 
company  said  that  it  had  prepared  and 
distributed  data  sheets,  to  comply  with  the 
law  before  the  Compendium  was  produced. 

The  Compendium  came  under  criticism 
in  the  latest  edition  of  Drug  and  Thera- 
peutics Bulletin  which  points  out  those 
manufacturers  unrepresented  in  the  1974 
edition.  Some  companies,  eg  CIBA,  the 
Bulletin  claims,  have  only  included  a  few 
of  their  preparations  "presumably  because 
they  do  not  intend  to  promote  the  others". 
A  spokesman  for  CIBA  Laboratories  con- 
firmed that  they  had  only  included  pro- 
ducts which  were  currently  being  promoted 
to  doctors  by  the  company's  medical 
representatives. 

Helpfulness  varies,  says  Bulletin 

The  helpfulness  and  quantity  of  the  in- 
formation "varies  greatly"  between  firms. 
In  most  cases  the  permitted  "Further  In- 
formation" is  Nil,  "but  some  companies 
that  give  additional  information  use  this 
heading  to  include  quasi-promotional 
material". 

All  statements  and  claims  made  in  a 
data  sheet  are  expected  to  accord  with  the 
terms  of  the  product  licence,  "though  at 
present  no  one  checks  that  they  do  so".  Ap- 
plications for  product  licences  of  right  (data 
sheet  code  numbers  ".  .  ./500"  upwards, 
according  to  the  Bulletin)  "were  so 
numerous  that  they  could  not  possibly 
have  received  more  than  a  cursory  inspec- 
tion" by  the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Medicines.  The  terms  of  the  licences  of 
right  "were  thus  in  effect  written  by  the 
manufacturers  concerned,  and  were  not 
critically  examined,  let  alone  approved,  by 
the  CSM". 

The  Compendium  "would  be  more  use- 
ful if  it  was  sensibly  arranged",  says  the 
article,  which  suggests  the  arrangement  in 
alphabetical  order  by  preparation  names 
and  the  use  of  non-proprietary  names  in 
the  index.  While  recognising  that  the 
compendium  should  be  of  value  to  doctors 
and  pharmacists,  the  Bulletin  hopes  that 
future  editions  will  be  produced  with  the 


professions'  interests  in  mind,  "and  not 
merely  to  comply  with  the  law". 

An  ABPI  spokesman  said  that  the 
Compendium  was  published  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  copies  were  also  sent 
to  retail  pharmacies,  as  well  as  to  doctors 
and  hospital  pharmacies.  As  a  result, 
ABPI  received  about  300  letters  from 
doctors  and  pharmacists,  the  "vast 
majority"  of  which  commented  favourably, 
reflecting  the  approval  of  doctors  and 
pharmacists  that  the  Compendium  was  in 
their  interests  and  not  merely  to  comply 
with  the  law.  Comments  in  the  letters  as  to 
the  format  were  being  given  "careful  con- 
sideration" in  the  planning  of  the  next 
edition.  The  spokesman  stressed  that  the 
new  edition  would  include  products  of 
nearly  100  companies,  compared  with  85 
in  the  current  edition,  covering  "virtually 
all"  the  major  UK  companies. 

Insurance  cards  delay 

Mrs  Barbara  Castle,  Secretary  for  Social 
Services,  has  announced  that  the  issue  of 
replacement  "B"  National  Insurance 
cards  in  return  for  those  expiring  on 
lune  2  is  likely  to  be  interrupted.  The 
Department  of  Health  states  that  employ- 
ers who  normally  stamp  "B"  NI  cards 
should  continue  to  buy  stamps  as  usual, 
deducting  the  employee's  share  of  con- 
tributions from  wages,  and  should  con- 
tinue to  stamp  the  remaining  cards  which 
they  hold  and  stamp  the  new  "B"  cards 
when  eventually  they  receive  them. 

Damaged  by  chemical  blast 

The  shop  front  of  a  pharmacy  in  Scun- 
thorpe was  blown  out  during  the  explo- 
sion at  the  Nypro  chemical  plant  at 
Flixborough,  Lincolnshire,  last  weekend. 


"Pharmacists  have  produced  a  host  of 
reasons  for  proceeding  cautiously"  over 
measures  to  ensure  that  all  medicines  have 
child-resistant  closures,  says  a  leading 
article  in  last  week's  Lancet. 

"The  debate  (unfortunately  for  the 
pharmacists'  public  image)  is  taking  place 
against  a  background  of  dispute  over  how 
much  the  NHS  should  pay  for  drug  con- 
tainers, so  inevitably  the  two  issues  of 
cost  and  safety  are  being  taken  together.'' 

The  writer  calls  for  a  well-designed 
trial,  financed  by  the  Department  of 
Health,  and  suggests  that  the  policy  of 
supplying  child-resistant  containers  on  re- 
quest for  a  small  charge  could  be  tested 
regionally,  or  for  a  short  period  or  for  a 
few  drugs  such  as  aspirin.  The  suggestion 
that  such  containers  will  induce  a  false 


Mr  J.  S.  Hall,  superintendent  pharma- 
cist, Scunthorpe  Co-op  Chemists  Ltd,  who 
was  on  Monday  appointed  chief  officer 
designate  of  the  Scunthorpe  Branch  oil 
CRS,  told  C&D  that  it  could  cost  about 
£3,000  to  replace  the  glass  front  in  the 
company's  High  Street  pharmacy.  The 
pharmacy  was  situated  about  three  miles 
away  from  the  blast  at  the  Flixborough 
plant.  The  window  had  been  boarded  up, 
but  trading  was  continuing.  The  front  of 
the  company's  supermarket  was  also 
blown  out,  but  the  pharmacy  section  la 
the  store  was  not  affected. 

Other  pharmacies  did  not  seem  to  he 
affected  by  the  blast.  The  pharmacy  of 
Mr  J.  E.  Myers,  also  about  three  miles 
from  the  blast,  was  protected  by  neigh- 
bouring buildings,  and  the  shop  front  was 
intact.  However,  Mr  Myers  told  C&D 
that  he  was  in  the  process  of  clearing  up 
after  a  fire,  previous  to  the  explosion, 
which  had  burnt  out  his  pharmacy's  dis- 
pensary and  stock  room. 

Doctors  see  Department  of 
Health  over  dispensing 

A  letter  from  Dr  David  Owen,  Joint 
Parliamentary  Under  Secretary  of  State, 
on  the  right  to  dispense  was  discussed 
recently  by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  representatives  of  the  General  Medi- 
cal Services  Committee. 

It  was  reported  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
the  Committee  that  members  of  the  rural 
practices  subcommittee  had  discussed  with 
the  Department  the  possibility  of  doctors 
transferring  to  pharmacist's  rates  of  re- 
muneration. The  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee said  that  a  strong  case  had 
been  put  to  the  Department  for  the  pre- 
sent arrangements  not  to  be  changed. 

Priority  for  petrol 

Pharmacists  and  pharmaceutical  whole- 
salers are  among  the  priority  groups 
allowed  to  obtain  petrol  in  Scotland  be- 
tween the  hours  of  7-10  am  under  regula- 
tions announced  on  Tuesday.  The  Motor 
Fuel  Filling  Stations  (Scotland)  Order 
1974  (yet  to  be  published  at  the  time  of 
going  to  Press)  is  said  to  be  a  direct  result 
of  an  industrial  dispute  at  a  Grangemouth 
refinery.  The  Order  does  not  ban  the  sale 
of  petrol  to  other  users  after  10  am.

The  test  involves  200 
children:  only  three  opened  the  closure 
inside  five  minutes  and  a  further  two  in- 
side 10  minues  after  demonstration — a 
"failure"  rate  of  only  2-5  per  cent  against 
the  BSI  draft  maximum  of  20  per  cent. 
Other  tests  have  shown  that  Clic-loc  can 
give  a  container  seal  comparable  with  a 
control  thermoset  closure.  Two  additional 
sizes  are  expected  to  be  available  to  retail 
pharmacists  shortly.

n  'efficient  service' 

irst,  I  would  like  to  discuss  the  in- 
inction  "an  efficient  pharmaceutical  ser- 
ce  for  the  general  public  is  necessary  in 
e  public  interest."  Some  controversy 
usts  within  the  profession  as  to  the 
recise  manner  in  which  an  efficient 
tarmaceutical  service  should  be  provided, 
here  are  two  opposing  schools  of  thought, 
ne  which  aims  to  radically  change  our 
lage  so  that  a  pharmacy  will  only  be 
lowed  to  dispense  and  sell  medicines, 
hereas  the  other  school  wishes  to  use 
le  present  system  as  the  foundation  for 
ar  future  course. 

Evaluation  of  the  costs  of  professional- 
m  can  only  be  made  by  reference  to 
'epartment  of  Health  reports.  Such  a 
:port  for  1972  shows  that  in  1970,  18.2 
;r  cent  of  all  establishments  were  dis- 
using less  than  1,000  prescriptions  per 
ionth,  and  that  a  further  41.7  per  cent 
ere  dispensing  between  1,000  and  2,000 
ems  per  month.  Using  the  Department's 
/erage  total  cost  per  prescription,  these 
ispensing  statistics  would  produce  a 
>tal  "professional  turnover"  of  £7,860 
id  £15,730  per  annum,  respectively, 
hich  would  clearly  not  support  this  59.9 
;r  cent  of  our  pharmacies. 

The  "price  of  professionalism"  would 
ipear  therefore  to  involve  a  reduction 
/  more  than  50  per  cent  in  the  number 
f  pharmacies  to  achieve  an  income  of  the 
rder  of  only  £3,000,  with  all  its  atten- 
int  responsibilities.  What  elected  leader 


of  a  profession  could  advocate  such  a 
drastic  solution? 

One  must,  of  course,  recognise  that  this 
calculated  remuneration  is  based  on  exist- 
ing NHS  returns — we  must  therefore  ask, 
will  the  Government,  that  is,  the  taxpayer, 
be  prepared  to  negotiate  very  substantial 
increases  in  remuneration  to  allow  us  to 
turn  completely  professional?  Surely, 
today  is  a  particularly  appropriate  time 
to  ask  this  question  with  some  of  the 
nation's  nurses  already  on  strike.  Everyone 
in  service  industries  is  asking  for  higher 
pay,  if  only  to  try  to  catch  up  with 
their  manufacturing  colleagues  in  this  in- 
flationary age.  These  very  same  persons, 
however,  are  loath  to  see  a  district  general 
hospital  postponed  or  new  health  service 
programmes  curtailed. 

In  order  to  try  to  satisfy  these  two 
opposing  forces,  the  service  must  find  a 
better  way  to  spend  its  money.  The  over- 
whelming necessity  must  be  to  identify 
areas  of  deprivation  and  acute  need,  re- 
appraising the  criteria  under  which  the 
NHS  budget  is  allocated.  The  advocates 
for  "professional  pharmacy"  must  surely 
realise  that  in  such  a  reappraisal  their  case 
will  not  be  considered  to  have  a  priority 
and  consequently  the  present  system  is 
going  to  be  with  us  for  a  long  time.  We 
are  going  to  be  forced  to  fight  hard  even 
to  maintain  our  place  in  the  league  table 
of  remuneration,  as  we  are  opposed  by 
many  strong  and  emotional  voices. 

To  implement  the  injunction  in  article 
1  of  the  code  of  professional  conduct 
that  "an  efficient  pharmaceutical  service 
for  the  general  public  is  necessary  in  the 
pub'ic  interest"  it  is  therefore  evident  that 
we  will  have  to  continue  to  practise  phar- 
macy in  the  manner  which  has  evolved 
in  this  country  over  the  centuries,  having 
both  the  function  of  a  professional  pharm- 
acist and  a  retailer  of  merchandise. 

The  need  for  some  sort  of  assistance 
to  help  the  independent  pharmacist  to 
survive  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the 
statistics  which  Mr  Trotman  presents.  The 
launching  of  VTO  by  the  NPU  is  inten- 
ded to  help  stem  the  unfavourable  trends 
in  the  sales  of  branded  merchandise  in 
the  independent  sector  of  retail  pharmacy. 
A  VTO  can  only  be  successful  if  many 
retailers  closely  align  themselves  with  one 
supplier  and  are  all  prepared  to  master 
the  details  of  stock  control,  co-ordinated 
purchasing  and  merchandising. 

Advertising 

The  most  contentious  feature  of  the 
launch  to  date  has  been  concerned  with 
advertising  and  perhaps  here  it  is  appro- 
priate to  quote  in  full  a  paragraph  from 
the  brief  provided  for  the  Executive  by 
a  well  known,  leading  agency  to  advise 
us  on  advertising  and  promotional  mat- 
erial. The  paragraph  reads:  — 
"All  advertising  and  promotional  material 
must  acknowledge  the  dual  role  of  chem- 
ists. It  follows  that  the  development  of 
the  retailing  part  of  their  business  must 
be  done  in  such  a  way  that  does  not 
detract  from  their  professional  reputation 
but  builds  upon  it,  so  that  the  total  value 
of  the  chemist  to  the  community  is 
increased". 

This  brief  appears  to  me  to  ideally 
fulfil  the  previously  mentioned  article  of 
the  code  of  professional  conduct  and  has 


been  the  basis  for  all  decisions.  One  must, 
therefore,  question  precisely  who  is  re- 
sponsible for  attempting  to  produce  a 
divisive  situation  within  our  profession. 
It  is  probably  not  generally  appreciated 
that  on  the  advice  of  the  Society's  Coun- 
cil, it  is  no  longer  possible  to  register  a 
company  name  including  the  words 
"chemist"  or  "pharmacy". 

The  validity  of  such  advice  must  there- 
fore be  questioned:  when  a  count  of  the 
Society's  register  shows  that  some  1,400 
bodies  corporate  out  of  3,200  include 
these  words  in  their  titles.  A  count  of  the 
list  of  registered  premises  in  Wales,  shows 
that  369  pharmacies  out  of  748  registered 
include  some  form  of  designation  in  their 
title  or  address  to  show  that  they  are  a 
pharmacy.  It  can  further  be  inferred  from 
these  figures,  that  a  substantial  number  of 
persons  engaged  in  retail,  wish  to  use 
the  word  "chemist"  or  "pharmacy"  to  be 
associated  with  trading  activities. 

During  this  controversy,  it  has  been 
suggested  that  a  referendum  would  indi- 
cate members'  wishes — regrettably  as  less 
than  a  third  of  the  membership  are  pro- 
prietors, they  begin  in  a  substantial  minor- 
ity and  therefore  the  result  would  be 
decided  by  other  than  those  directly  in- 
volved. 

Times  change 

The  Statement  upon  Matters  of  Pro- 
fessional Conduct  with  which  we  are  con- 
cerned was  published  in  May  1970,  and 
was  a  substantial  revision  of  the  previous 
Statement  published  in  May  1964.  For 
example,  these  two  clauses  were  deleted:  — 
"10.  There  should  be  no  exhibition  of 
contraceptives  in  a  pharmacy  or  any 
reference  direct  or  indirect  by  way  of 
advertisement,  notice,  showcard,  or  other- 
wise that  they  are  sold  other  than  a  notice 
approved  by  the  Council  bearing  the 
words  'Family  planning  requisites' ". 

Another  paragraph  No  22,  reads:  — 
"Specimens  for  pregnancy  diagnosis 
should  only  be  accepted  through  a  medi- 
cal practitioner,  to  whom  the  report  will 
be  sent  by  the  pharmacist.  Such  facilities 
should  not  be  advertised". 

The  climate  of  public  opinion  has 
changed  so  dramatically  in  the  last  10 
years,  that  the  younger  amongst  us  must 
wonder  whether  those  clauses  were  a  relic 
of  Victorian  days.  Their  omission,  as  al- 
ready indicated,  occurred  over  a  period 
of  only  six  years.  Now  some  four  years 
has  elapsed  since  the  last  Statement  was 
published,  and  about  another  1,000  pharm- 
acies have  closed.  Is  it  not  time  therefore, 
to  realise  that  the  pace  of  life  is  fast  and 
that  the  public  of  today  are  continually 
subjected  to  a  barrage  of  advertising  and 
are  sophisticated  enough  to  realise  that 
an  advertisement  recommending  that  they 
can  acquire  a  hair  spray  at  a  competitive 
price  from  a  chemist  is  not  an  attempt  to 
advertise  professional  services  —  which 
legally  can't  be  obtained  from  any  other 
source. 

It  is  surely  a  valid  argument  that  any- 
one who  obstructs  an  operation  which 
tries  to  remove  the  stigma  that  private 
retail  chemists  overcharge,  or  are  to  be 
found  amongst  the  higher  priced  retail 
outlets,  and  which  is  intended  to  make 
pharmacies  more  viable,  is  himself  guilty 
of  contravening  article  1  of  the  Statement 
upon    Matters   of  Professional  Conduct.

□  Pharmacy  is  given  in  a  WHO  survey 
as  one  of  the  professions  in  which  there  is 
a  shortage  of  qualified  personnel,  so  im- 
peding the  development  of  health  services 
over  the  world. 

□  The  Asthma  Research  Council  are 
issuing  daily  pollen  counts  and  forecasts 
to  newspapers,  radio,  television  and  the 
telephone  service  in  London  and  the 
Home  Counties.  The  number  to  call  is 
01-246  8091. 

□  The  European  Communities  Commis- 
sion has  set  up  a  scientific  committee  for 
food  to  consider  the  protection  of  human 
life  and  health  with  particular  regard  to 
composition  of  foods,  use  of  additives  and 
the  presence  of  contaminants. 

□  A  World  Health  Organisation  effective 
working  budget  of  $115,240,000  for  the 
year  1975  has  been  approved  by  the 
World  Health  Assembly.  This  figure  rep- 
resents an  increase  of  5.92  per  cent  over 
the  budget  as  revised  by  the  present  As- 
sembly. 

□  Three  women,  respectively  taking  prim- 
idone or  phenytoin  with  phenobarbitone 
and  potassium  bromide,  or  phenytoin  with 
phenobarbitone  and  ethosuccimide,  be- 
came pregnant  while  also  taking  oral  con- 
traceptives, according  to  a  letter  in  last 
week's  Lancet. 

□  The  NHS  (Charges  for  Drugs  and  Ap- 
pliances) (Scotland)  Amendment  Regula- 
tions 1974  (SI  1974  no  647  S56),  HM 
Stationery  Office  £0  03)  raises  the  age  of 
exemption  from  prescription  charges  for 
children  from  under  15  to  under  16  years 
and  lowers  the  age  of  exemption  for  wo- 
men from  65  to  60  years. 

□  The  NHS  (Charges  for  Drugs  and  Ap- 
pliances) (Scotland))  Regulations  1974  (SI 
1974  no  508  (S43),  HM  Stationery  Office 
£009)  transfers  the  responsibilities  of  re- 
gional hospital  boards  and  executive  coun- 
cils for  making  and  recovery  of  charges 
for  drugs  and  appliances  to  Health  Boards. 

O  A  book  specially  compiled  to  help  re- 
tailers with  the  change  to  the  metric  sys- 
tem of  weights  and  measures  has  been 
published  by  the  Distributive  Industry 
Training  Board,  MacLaren  House,  Talbot 
Road,  Stretford,  Manchester  M32  0FP. 

Entitled  The  Metric  Shop,  the  60-page 
book  (£0-75)  is  fully  illustrated  and  con- 
tains basic  information  for  traders  during 
and  after  the  change  from  imperial  to 
metric  working.  New  quantities  and  sizes 
for  most  commonly  encountered  com- 
modities are  explained  and  many  conver- 
sion and  price  comparison  tables  are  in- 
cluded. Guidelines  for  the  training  of  staff 
are  also  given  in  the  book  which  is  being 
sent  free  to  all  DITB  levy-payers. 


Topical  reflections

Shopping  around 

There  are  few  who  have  the  time  and  the  energy  to  "shop  around",  as 
Ministers  of  the  Crown  have  been  wont  to  tell  us  to  do.  Consequently  it  is  o 
great  interest  when  someone  else  does  it  for  us  and  publishes  his  findings, 
even  if  all  we  learn  is  what  the  "Observer  Shopping  Basket"  has  learned — 
that  "special  offers"  appear  and  disappear  with  all  the  logic  of  characters 
in  a  West  End  farce,  and  that  customers  are  now  faced  with  a  new  set  of 
unspecified  price  reductions  which  no  doubt  will  in  turn  be  subject  to 
unspecified  increases  when  the  offers  terminate. 

Tables  are  provided  for  a  number  of  items  in  four  different  stores  and 
comparisons  made  over  two  separate  months.  That  means  that  a  package 
of  Johnson's  baby  powder  was  purchased  on  eight  separate  occasions. 
Seven  times  it  cost  25p,  and  then  shopping  around  paid  off,  for  the 
eighth  package  cost  only  23{p.  If  my  calculation  is  correct,  that  is  a 
saving  of  1|p  on  200p — not  a  high  reward  for  sore  feet.  Some  of  the 
items  mentioned  showed  substantial  increases  in  the  same  store,  due  to 
the  expiry  of  a  special  offer  period.  But  the  report  states  that  "the  stores 
seem  to  be  engaged  in  a  fascinating  game  of  bluff  and  have  succeeded  in 
confusing  not  only  housewives  but  their  own  staffs  as  well." 

Proper  price 

It  has  always  seemed  to  me  that  if  it  is  possible  for  the  manufacturer 
to  make  a  "special"  offer,  that  is,  in  fact,  the  proper  price  for  the  article. 
It  is  not  unlikely  that  in  efforts  to  give  the  customer  a  fair  deal,  the 
Government  will  one  day  decide  that  all  goods  purchased  on  special  offer 
terms  shall  be  sold  at  the  special  offer  rate,  for  there  is  no  justification 
for  charging  21  p  for  an  article  that  sold  for  1  6p  only  a  week  previously. 
How  long  the  pretence  and  deception  will  be  allowed  to  continue  it  is 
impossible  to  say,  but  a  report  on  "flash"  offers  published  by  the  National 
Federation  of  Consumer  Groups  calls  for  the  abolition  of  such  offers  on 
the  grounds  that  they  are  both  meaningless  and  confusing. 

I  had  personal  experience  of  the  absurdity  of  it  all  recently  when  I  lifted 
a  package  from  a  shelf  and  was  recommended  by  an  assistant  to  try 
another  shelf  where  the  same  article  was  3p  less.  The  sooner  we  return  to 
resale  price  maintenance  and  sanity  the  better. 

Phenacetin 

After  having  lain  under  suspicion  for  the  best  part  of  a  decade,  phenacetin 
has  now  been  arraigned  and  sentenced.  From  September  1  the  drug  will 
be  available  only  on  prescription.  There  had  been  a  problem  in  that 
phenacetin  has  continued  to  be  an  ingredient  in  some  of  the  official 
tablets  and  these  have  remained  on  sale  to  the  public,  but  it  is  many  years 
since  a  member  of  the  BPC  Formulary  Committee  expressed  to  me  his 
disquiet  in  the  matter.  The  report  of  the  new  regulations  published  in  the 
lay  Press  carried  a  somewhat  "holier-than-thou"  statement  from  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain,  though  it  appears  that  not  all 
brands  have  deleted  phenacetin.  The  matter  is  simply  one  of  deletion 
and  replacement,  keeping  the  same  proprietary  name  as  before. 

But  what  we  are  seeing  now  may  not  be  the  end.  Phenacetin,  like  many 
other  drugs  now  found  undesirable,  lived  a  life  of  blameless  innocence  for 
many  years  before  doubts  arose.  It  is  by  no  means  impossible  that  some  of 
the  replacements  will  give  rise  to  suspicion  in  the  years  to  come.  Meantime 
the  pharmacist  must  continue  to  use  his  discretion  in  the  sale  of  all 
medicines,  in  particular  those  which  are  advertised  to  the  public,  for 
pressures  can  lead  to  unhealthy  consumer  demand.

Imost  since  time  began  the  problem  of 
sts  in  the  home  has  been  one  which 
as  been  a  constant  battle  to  contain.  In 
cent   years    there    have    been  various 
ethods    for    controlling   the   pests  — 
table  amongst  the  inventions  being  the 
swat  and  of  course  the  Flit  spray. 
But  more  satisfactory  "solutions"  have 
merged.  The  first  was  the  introduction  of 
e  aerosol  fly  killer  in  1950,  but  the  most 
dical  step  forward  was  the  introduction 
the  revolutionary  slow-release  insecti- 
des  pioneered  by  Shell  Chemicals  and 
itroduced  in  the  UK  to  industrial  and 
gricultural  markets  in  1965/6.  In  1966 
hell  Chemicals  launched  Vapona  on  the 
omestic  market  and  almost  simultaneously 
ayer  of  Germany  announced  their  slow- 
;lease  strip  under  the  name  of  Mafu. 
Shell  Chemicals  were  more  adventurous 
i    their    initial    approach,  advertising 
eavily  and  opening  up  distribution  chan- 
els.  Mafu  followed  suit  in  1970,  Shell 
ominating  the  market  situation  at  that 
me.  In   1972,  Vanish,  a  product  from 
eckitt   and  Colman,   appeared   on  the 
larket,  and  CIBA  Geigy  also  entered  the 
attle  with  Flytox.  However,  Shell  held 
le  major  proportion  of  the  market  in 
F=>73  —  a  market  worth  £3  million.  The 
fcvel  to  which  this  market  has  developed 
this  time  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
at  when   the  slow-release  strips  were 
iiunched  the  market  had  a  value  of  under 
500,000. 

hemists'  share  at  risk 

distribution  of  standard  aerosol  pro- 
ucts  has  been  mainly  through  grocers, 
hemists,  hardware  shops  and  multiples  — 
j  that  order  of  importance.  Slow-release 
roducts,  such  as  Vapona,  have  tended  to 
dIIow  opposite  patterns  of  distribution, 
ut  throughout,  chemists  have  featured 
rominently  in  the  increasing  growth  of 
ie  market  and  continue  to  do  so. 

Last  year  the  grocery  trade  increased 
leir  sales  in  this  segment  of  the  market 
-  but  nevertheless,  chemists  still  held  on 
J  the  second  largest  share  of  the  business, 
ehind  hardware  outlets. 

There  has  been  evidence  in  the  past  to 
Jggest  that  some  chemists  have  been 
Jticent  about  taking  sufficient  stocks  of 
ie  newer  slow-release  insecticides,  to  meet 
ie  summer  demand.  The  reason  for  this 
:ems  to  have  been  mainly  their  compara- 
vely  high  unit  price  to  consumers.  How- 
ver,  the  slow-release  product  has  been 
ble  to  demonstrate  that  it  has  a  much, 
mch  longer  effective  life  •  therefore 
ompensating  for  the  high  initial  outlay, 
nd  demand  continues  to  increase  rapidly, 
3  much  so  that  many  chemists  ran  out  of 
ock  during  the  peak  months  of  June, 
uly  and  early  August  last  year. 

Publicity  has  been  a  key  factor  in  this 
larket,    with     manufacturers  spending 


heavily.  Shell,  for  instance,  have  consis- 
tently spent  over  £100,000  a  year. 

P  y  r  e  t  h  i  n  s ,  organophosphates  and 
organochlorines  have  been  the  three  main 
insecticides  used  for  most  domestic  in- 
secticides marketed  in  recent  years.  The 
active  ingredient  is  pyrethrum  in  most  con- 
ventional aerosols,  but  its  main  disadvan- 
tage is  that  it  is  heavier  than  air,  therefore 
unless  the  fly  is  directly  hit,  the  insecticide 
vapour  tends  to  "fall  out  of  the  air,"  thus 
becoming  ineffective  fairly  quickly. 
Vapona  and  other  slow-release  insecticides 
contain  dichlorvos  as  the  active  ingredient 
which  vapourises  in  the  atmosphere  as  it 
is  released.  This  action  permits  a  situation 
where  a  minute  but  effective  level  of  in- 
secticide remains  in  the  air  which  will  kill 
pests  for  longer  periods  of  time.  Since  the 
air  concentration  is  low,  slow-release 
insecticides  like  Vapona  are  safe  to  use, 
providing  the  instructions  are  followed. 

The  initial  feature  of  the  slow-release 
market  was  the  hanging  fly  strip.  These 
strips  provided  a  functional  and  effective 
killer  which  could  be  used  anywhere  in  the 
home.  More  sophisticated  additions  to  the 
ranges  have  come  along  as  the  market  has 
grown.  These  cater  for  specific  needs  — 
for  instance  Vapona  range  now  include 
the  standard  fly  killer  and  moth  strips,  an 
insect  killer  for  small  rooms,  Spirelle,  a 
decorative  version  of  the  flykiller,  Wood- 
gard,  a  specific  product  for  killing  adult 
woodworm  beetles  in  the  roof  space  and 
so  preventing  damage  to  roofing  timbers, 
and  the  latest  introduction,  Vapona 
cassette,  which  is  a  controllable  version 
of  the  established  flykiller.  This  year 
CTBA-Geigy  are  introducing  Flytox  vapour 
grill,  a  cheaper  product  that  lasts  for  about 
six  weeks,  and  is  designed  for  use  in  small 
kitchens,  etc.  Most  of  the  manufacturers 
claim  3  to  4  months  control  for  their  pro- 
ducts, so  it  will  be  interesting  how  this 
shorter  life  small  product  which  sells  at  a 
lower  price  performs. 

However,  the  perlormance  is  likely  to  be 
affected  by  the  fact  that  supplies  of  the 


vapour  grille  are  now  on  allocation  as  a 
result  of  a  fire  in  a  small  section  of  CIBA- 
Geigy's  manufacturing  site  in  France. 

The  fire  occurred  at  a  manufacturing 
stage  and  has  led  to  curtailment  of  sup- 
plies. Damage  was  restricted  to  the  vapour 
grille  process  unit. 

The  fire  has  compounded  existing  prob- 
lems created  by  the  world-wide  shortage  of 
raw  materials  during  the  last  six  months. 

The  company's  Flytox  automatic 
vapour  block  and  Flytox  aerosol  are  un- 
affected and  continue  to  be  readily  avail- 
able to  customers  and  it  is  intended  to 
push  ahead  with  the  promotion  plans  for 
the  Flytox  range  of  products  (see  C&D, 
May  25,  p  655),  including  the  issue  of  six 
million  lOp-off  coupons. 

Sectovap  slow  release  insecticides  include 
a  comprehensive  range  for  use  in  the 
home,  greenhouse  and  caravan. 

Sectovap  fly  killer  lantern  appeals  be- 
cause it  is  the  first  fully  calibrated  slow 
release  insecticide  pack,  manufactured  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  with  easy  shutter 
control  action.  It  also  represents  good 
value  for  money  with  its  capability  to 
treat  a  larger  1,500  cu.ft.  room  space  area 
where  required.  The  manufacturers  feel 
that  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  Secto- 
vap maintaining  a  second  brand  position 
within  the  Chemist  trade  this  season. 

It  appears  therefore  that  the  market  for 
slow-release  products  is  growing  rapidly, 
whilst  the  aerosol  market  has  tended  to 
remain  static.  Evidence  suggests  that  the 
advance  of  the  slow-release  insecticide  will 
continue  and  this  may  curtail  the  aerosol 
market  in  time.  The  strong  sales  trends 
lead  Shell's  management  to  predict  that 
the  growth  of  the  domestic  insecticide  mar- 
ket will  continue  for  several  years,  possibly 
levelling  at  £10  million  rsp,  and  the  slow- 
release  products  could  have  doubled  their 
current  turnover  in  that  time.

The  following  have  been  appointed  as 
officers  for  the  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical 
Group,  which  was  formed  to  co-ordinate 
the  activities  of  five  Area  Contractors 
Committees  (C&D,  April  13.  p  425):  chair- 
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men  in  the  industry  who  "while  academi- 
cally were  perfectly  qualified,  when  it  came 
to  testing  lipsticks  or  putting  on  a  face 
cream  to  see  if  it  was  sticky,  they  would 
put  it  on  the  backs  of  their  hands  or  on 
their  arms".  To  develop  a  product  it  is 
essential  to  use  it,  she  feels. 

Miss  Young  joined  the  Society  of 
Cosmetic  Chemists  in  1957,  was  elected  to 
the  council  three  years  ago  and  has  been 
vice  president  and  a  chairman  of  the  social 
committee.  Most  of  her  recent  spare  time 
has  been  spent  organising  the  conference 
of  the  International  Federation  of  Societies 
of  Cosmetic  Chemists  to  be  held  in 
London,  August  26-30.  There  are  17 
societies  affiliated  to  the  Federation  and 
1.500  delegates  are  expected  at  the  con- 
ference which  will  be  conducted  in  four 
languages. 

One  of  the  most  controversial  issues  in 
the  industry  at  the  moment  is  the  Labelling 
of  Toilet  Preparations  Bill.  Miss  Young 
is  concerned  that  detailed  labelling  will 
make  people  worry  unnecessarily  and 
hopes  Mrs  Joyce  Butler  MP  will  work  in 
close  consultation  with  the  manufacturers. 

"How  many  consumers  are  really  going 
to  understand  what  you  mean  when  you 
list  all  the  ingredients?  How  many  people 
really  know  what  they  are  sensitive  to  and 
are  they  sure  they  are  sensitive  to  it  after 
professional  advice  or  do  they  just  think 
they  are?  So  many  people  say  they  are 
allergic  to  something  and  it  turns  out  to 
be  nothing  to  do  with  cosmetics  at  all.  It 
is  a  fallacy  that  every  problem  of  the  skin 
is  due  to  these  products." 

She  says  manufacturers  will  always  tell 
a  woman  if  a  substance  she  is  sensitive  to 
is  in  one  of  their  products  —  "she  only 
has  to  ask". 

Legislation  will  come  without  doubt. 
Miss  Young  believes,  but,  hopefully,  re- 
quiring labelling  of  certain  active  in- 
gredients only.  "There  is  absolutely  no 
logic  in  writing  every  single  ingredient  on 
a  lipstick  —  what  is  that  going  to  tell  a 
woman?"

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Council  set  out  guidance 
for      health  centre 
consortium  pharmacies 


Neither  heat  nor  light  was  available  when 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  met  in  Belfast  for 
its  May  meeting. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  difficulty 
pharmacists  in  certain  areas  were  ex- 
periencing in  obtaining  supplies  of  essen- 
tial items  from  wholesalers.  The  secretary 
undertook  to  approach  the  wholesalers 
about  the  problem  and  to  suggest  that  a 
notice  about  the  problem  be  fixed  on  the 
windscreens  of  delivery  vans  indicating 
that  the  contents  included  urgent  medi- 
cines. 

The  president,  Mr  T.  A.  Gray,  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  Law  Committee 
in  the  absence  of  its  chairman.  He  said 
the  Committee  had  been  asked  to  con- 
sider the  matters  that  should  be  provided 
for  when  Articles  of  Association  were  be- 
ing drafted  for  a  body  corporate  estab- 
lished to  carry  on  a  health  centre  phar- 
macy. It  was  agreed  that  the  Committee 
might  usefully,  in  its  recommendations, 
set  out  some  guidance  on  the  information 
the  members  of  a  consortium  ought  to 
obtain  to  enable  them  to  decide  whether 
to  participate  in  a  health  centre  pharmacy 
project. 

The  Committee  submitted  the  following 
recommendations: 

Q  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  is  a 
contractor  in  the  area  should  have  a 
right  to  membership  of  a  consortium  of 
pharmacists  in  a  health  centre  in  that 
area. 

□  Every  pharmacist  employed  by  a  body 
corporate  conducting  a  health  centre 
pharmacy  should  be  a  director  (locum 
tenens  excepted)  and  every  director  be 
a  pharmacist. 

□  The  share  holding  in  the  Company 
should  be  determined  by  the  directors 
themselves. 

□  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  retirement 
of  a  director  his  shares  should  be  valued 
and  offered  for  sale  to  another  pharma- 
cist, and  each  director  should  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  his  dependents. 

Information  required 

The  following  information  should  be 
obtained  by  members  of  a  proposed 
consortium: 

DThe  numbers  and  names  of  the  doctors 
who  will  practice,  both  initially  and  ulti- 
mately, at  the  health  centre  and  whether 
any  will  have  branch  surgeries. 

□  The  number  of  prescriptions  written  by 
these  doctors  in  a  particular  prior  month. 

□  The  average  prescribing  cost  of  each 
doctor  involved. 

□  The  exact  location  of  the  health  centre 
and  date  of  its  becoming  operative. 


□  Having  decided  whether  Part  IV  ser- 
vices only  or  a  comprehensive  pharma- 
ceutical service  will  be  provided,  ascertain 
the  total  floor  area  required  for  the 
pharmacy. 

□  The  annual  charge  to  be  made  to  the 
consortium  in  respect  of  rent,  rates,  light, 
heat,  cleaning,  etc  (The  figures  for  the 
Craigavon  pharmacy  might  be  of  some 
help). 

□  Whether  fixtures  and  fittings  are  to  be 
provided  by  the  landlord  or  tenant. 

□  The  hours  during  which  the  health 
centre  will  be  open. 

□  What  activities  it  is  proposed  should 
be  carried  on  in  the  health  centre  eg 
family  planning,  pre-  and  post-natal 
clinics,  geriatric  clinics,  etc. 

□  The  security  arrangements  for  the 
pharmacy. 

The  Committee  felt  it  might  be  of 
assistance  to  members  concerned  if  the 
plan  of  the  Craigavon  pharmacy  could 
be  made  available.  The  areas  could  be 
varied  as  felt  necessary.  The  accounts 
and  director's  reports  of  Northern  Phar- 
macies Ltd  could  also  be  made  available. 

Mr  T.  Eakin  said  that,  while  he  did 
not  agree  with  all  the  points  submitted 
by  the  Committee,  he  thought  the  Society's 
solicitor  should  be  asked  to  prepare  a 
draft  of  Articles  of  Association  including 
the  recommendations  and  the  matter  could 
then  be  discussed  when  more  time  would 
be  available.  The  report  was  adopted  and 
the  president,  Messrs  Coll,  Kerr  and 
O'Rourke,  Professor  D'Arcy  and  the 
secretary  were  appointed  to  prepare  a 
memorandum    for    submission    to  the 


Lack  of  basic  research  is  a  major  factor 
in  the  "deplorable  state  of  affairs"  in  the 
parasitic  diseases  that  affect  hundreds  of 
millions  of  people  in  the  developing 
countries  according  to  the  World  Health 
Organisation  director  general. 

Reporting  to  the  27th  World  Health 
Assembly,  the  director  general,  Dr  H. 
Mahler,  said  that  for  decades,  major 
advances  in  knowledge  and  control  of 
many  such  diseases,  among  them  schisto- 
somiasis, filariasis,  onchoceriasis  and 
leishmaniasis,  have  been  "painfully  slow", 
and  even  absent  in  important  respects.  Be- 
sides the  paucity  of  research,  the  com- 
plexity of  the  diseases  themselves  and  the 
high  cost  of  environmental  measures  to 
combat  them  were  also  blamed. 

Research  in  parasitic  diseases  has  been 
selected  by  WHO  as  a  model  for  basic 
and  applied  research  and  training  centres 


Minister  of  Health,  setting  out  the  Coun- 
cil's arguments  for  a  planned  pharma- 
ceutical service  in  Northern  Ireland. 

The  president  said  a  successful  meeting 
of  the  West  Tyrone  and  Fermanagh 
District  Branch  was  held  in  Omagh  on 
May  9  when  Professor  D'Arcy  had  given 
a  lecture  entitled  "Drug  action  and  inter- 
action". The  attendance  in  the  present 
circumstances  was  very  good  and  a 
lengthy  discussion  followed  the  lecture. 

Professor  D'Arcy  said  the  question  of 
the  collection  of  unused  medicines  had 
arisen.  He  thought  the  Council  should 
give  a  lead  on  such  a  scheme.  The  secre- 
tary said  the  suggestion  had  been  made 
on  several  occasions  in  past  years  but 
had  never  gone  beyond  the  discussion 
stage.  Any  system  used  would  have  to 
be  such  that  the  public  would  actually 
see  the  destruction  of  the  medicine.  When 
pharmacies  were  used  as  collection  points 
certain  people  alleged  that  pharmacists 
took  the  returned  medicines  into  stock. 
It  was  agreed  to  take  the  matter  up  with 
the  Department  of  Health. 

Winter  courses 

The  Education  Committee's  report  in- 
cluded a  recommendat  ion  that  the  next 
winter  session  should  include:  one  or  two 
week-end  courses,  perhaps  on  a  pharma- 
cological topic  or  on  business  management 
or  on  both — the  course  could  commence 
on  Friday  evening  or  Saturday  morn- 
ing and  end  on  the  Sunday  afternoon  and 
it  might  be  possible  to  obtain  sleeping 
accommodation  within  the  University;  a 
course  of  basic  lectures  with  four  held 
before  Easter  and  the  remaining  four  held 
after  the  Easter  vacation,  all  eight  lectures 
to  be  on  an  integrated  topic — one  sugges- 
tion was  that  the  first  four  might  deal  with 
physiology  and  the  second  four  with  the 
physiological  basic  of  pharmacology;  a 
full-day  symposium  on  a  pharmaceutical 
subject;  and  some  instruction  on  busi- 
ness methods. 

It  was  recommended  that  some  presi- 
dent's "At  Home"  be  held.  These  could 
take  the  form  of  a  "Question  Night",  a 
film  followed  by  someone  to  speak  in 
amplification  of  the  topic  dealt  with  or 
"What  goes  on  in  a  health  centre".  A 
lecture  on  modern  treatment  for  cancer 
was  also,  suggested.

Mr  A.  H.  Shaw  replies:  "If  a  pharmacist 
sends  an  order  with  complete  and  correct 
measurements  we  do  supply  these 
appliances.  We  have  for  many  years  sup- 
plied adjustable  belts,  flanges,  disposable 
bags  etc  for  which  no  specific  measure- 
ments are  needed.  But  so  often  in  the  past 
we  have  been  left  with  equipment  which 
turned  out  to  be  wrong  for  the  patient 
because  measurements  on  the  order  in 
many  cases  were  inadequate.  The  patient's 
measurements  are  constantly  changing  and 
the  belt  supplied  initially  may  not  be  suit- 
able by  the  time  a  replacement  is  needed. 
For  the  patient's  benefit  we  prefer  to 
check  these  measurements  whenever  new 
appliances  are  needed.  It  is  hardly  fair  to 
expect  us  to  do  the  pharmacist's  measur- 
ing for  him."

No  food  reduces  risk 
of  heart  disease 

Simple  dietary  changes  cannot  with  cer- 
tainty reduce  the  risk  of  coronary  heart 
disease. 

This  is  the  conclusion  of  a  report  from 
a  panel  of  the  chief  medical  officer's 
committee  on  medical  aspects  of  food 
policy.  Any  claim  that  eating  a  particular 
food  will  lower  the  risk  of  coronary  heart 
disease  is  unjustified  in  the  context  of  the 
UK  diet. 

The  panel  recommended  that  obesity 
should  be  avoided  in  both  child  and  adult 
and  consumption  of  sugar  should  be  re- 
duced, if  only  to  diminish  the  risk  of 
obesity.  The  majority  of  the  panel  rec- 
ommend that  the  amount  of  fat  in  the 
diet  should  be  reduced  and  all  agree  that 
the  risk  of  heart  disease  cannot  with  cer- 
tainty be  reduced  by  an  increase  in  the 
proportion  of  polyunsaturated  fat.  Any 
proposals  for  softening  the  water  supply 
should  also  be  considered  in  the  light  of 
the  observed  higher  death  rate  from  coro- 
nary heart  disease  in  soft  water  areas 
compared  with  hard  water  areas.

firmly  established?  Will  the  drug(s)  have 
the  intended  therapeutic  effect  if  given  in 
high  dilution  over  a  period  of  hours?  As 
many  drugs  decompose  slowly  in  infusion 
fluids,  will  the  time  between  drug  addition 
and  use  be  kept  to  a  minimum  and  if  the 
infusion  time  is  kept  short  will  it  be  com- 
patible with  the  treatment  regimen? 

Unless  all  these  questions  can  be 
answered  "yes",  the  drugs  should  prefer- 
ably be  given  intramuscularly,  or  intra- 
venously via  the  injection  site  provided  in 
the  giving  set,  say  the  authors. 

Sodium  citrate  and  babies 

Giving  sodium  citrate  to  babies  with  feed- 
ing problems  should  be  discouraged,  say 
two  doctors  writing  in  last  week's  British 
Medical  Journal. 

Indiscriminate  use  of  these  tablets  may 
contribute  to  the  risk  of  hypernatraemia, 
particularly  as  recent  reports  have  shown 
that  mothers  frequently  use  too  much  milk 
powder  when  making  up  feeds.  Addition 
of  sodium  citrate  to  an  incorrectly  made 
up  feed  "must  raise  the  sodium  concentra- 
tion to  a  dangerous  level",  they  say.

Indecision  on  hypermarkets 
blamed  on  Ignorant  lobby' 

The  time  has  come  when  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  "cannot  continue  its 
indecision  on  hypermarkets",  according  to 
a  barrister. 

In  an  article  in  last  week's  Grocer, 
George  Dorby  QC  is  said  to  have  claimed 
that  the  Department  was  "sitting"  on  18 
hypermarket  schemes.  He  interpreted  the 
delay  in  dealing  with  the  cases  to  be 
caused  by  the  influence  of  the  anti-hyper- 
market lobby  "which  is  as  strong  as  it 
is  ignorant."  It  was  ignorant,  "not  because 
the  people  are  ignorant,  but  because  they 
are  not  sufficiently  informed  about  hyper- 
markets." 

Mr  Dorby,  addressing  a  public  inquiry 
for  his  clients,  Key  Markets  and  Keddies, 
against  a  Council's  refusal  for  a  hyper- 
market at  Rayleigh,  Essex,  said  the  De- 
partment's general  policy  was  that  there 
was  no  objection  in  principle  to  hyper- 
markets and  it  should  be  granted  unless 
it  caused  demonstrable  harm.  The  time 
had  come  when  the  Department  could  not 
continue  its  indecirion.  he  added. 

'Post  up  prices'  plan? 

Another  article  in  the  Grocer  says  that 
distributors  have  been  told  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Prices  and  Consumer  Protection 
of  plans  to  make  them  post-up  notices  in 
shop  windows  giving  price  ranges  for 
many  lines.  The  retailers  agreed  that 
maximum  prices  for  some  key  products 
could  be  posted  up  without  much  diffi- 
culty. However  if  a  price  range  had  to  be 
stated,  those  charging  the  maximum  would 
appear  to  be  profiteering,  compared  with 
lower  prices  in  multiples.  Another  prob- 
lem was  the  cost  of  publishing  all  the 
various  posters,  showing  the  different 
prices  each  week,  or  perhaps  more  often, 


Publications  bringing 
VAT  rules  up-to-date 


Four  new  VAT  publications  have  been 
issued  by  Customs  and  Excise;  VAT  News 
No.  2,  the  second  of  a  quarterly  series,  is 
mainly  concerned  with  details  of  the  VAT 
changes  announced  in  the  last  Budget 
statement.  Supplement  No.  1  to  Notice 
No.  707  (Special  schemes  for  retailers)  ex- 
plains the  procedures  which  must  be 
followed  by  retailers  using  special  VAT 
schemes  who  have  been  affected  by  the 
VAT  changes  in  the  Budget. 

Supplement  No.  2  to  Notice  No.  707 
and  a  new  Notice  No.  716  (Changes  in  the 
rate  of  tax)  are  both  about  the  procedures 
which  would  be  required  if  the  standard 
rate  of  VAT  were  to  be  changed  (either 
upwards  or  downwards).  The  Customs 
and  Excise  state  that  issue  of  these  pub- 
lications does  not  mean  that  the  rate  is  | 
about  to  be  changed.  A  number  of  trade 
associations  have  asked  for  this  advice,  so 
that  their  members  may  have  time  to 
study  in  advance  what  they  would  have  to 
do  if  the  rate  were  ever  to  be  increased  or 
reduced.  Notice  No.  716  deals  with  the 
general  questions  which  would  arise  and 
Supplement  No.  2  to  Notice  No.  707  ex- 
plains what  retailers  using  the  special 
schemes  would  have  to  do.
